More about Beef. 

In an nrticlo not long- ngo we show- 
ed that British Columbia is still send- 
ing pno hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars a year into a foreign country, 
and sixteen thousand dollars a year 
into the Federal treasury for beef and 
mutton. Accepting as authority the 
British Columbia Blue Book, compiled 
by means of the ramifications of offi- 
cialdom, wo find that there are in this 
Province at tho present time, in round 
numbers, thirty thousand neat-cattle. 
Computing these at thirty-five dollars 
per head (a very low average, it is be- 
lieved), it gives us one million and 
fifty dollars a3 tho money value of neat- 
cattlo. Wo do not think it would be 
doing any injustice to Vancouver Island 
to say that, of these thirty thousand 
cattle twenty-five thousand are on 
tho Mainland, for the most part be- 
yond tho Cascades. It was intimated 
on former occasions that beef cattle 
are running to soed beyond the Cas- 
cades, owing to tho absence of an ade- 
quate available market; and wo ventur- 
ed tho assertion that, with a good cat- 
tle trail connecting the great grass- 
ranges of the interior with the sea-board 
at a convenient point, tho domestic supply 
would quite equal tho demand No one, 
wo fool assured, will bo propared to ques- 
tion tho correctness of this assoi\;on. 
lias tho reader fully considered all that is 
involved in this proposition V An abun- 
dant supply of boof, infinitely sujierior to 
the important article to bo had from our 
own grass-ranges, at a lower price than 
we are now paying for tho fo'-eign arti- 
cle. The finest bcof in the world, that 
fed on the rich bunch-grass of tho inter! >r, 
can, wo are assured, with facile mean.-, of 
transport to the seaboard, bo deliver.' 
here at seven and a half cents a pou 
Tho consumer pays eighteen! What 
we doing? Sending into a foreign i 
rival country considerably more than 
one hundred thousand dollars a year, that 
ought to go into tho pockets of our own 
stock-farmers, and sending away to Otta- 
wa sixteen thousand dollars a year that 
ought to bo retained in the Province. 
While wo are buying from a foreign 
neighbour, who lefuses us any reciprocal 
advantage, our own stock-raisers look in 
vain for customers. And what we have 
said of beef is equally applicable to mut- 
ton and pork; for of all these there is an 
abundant supply on the Mainland. Will 
tho reader, will the Government, just 
bestow a moment's reflection upon the 
consequences of this insane and unnatu- 
ral drain upon the wealth of the Province ? 
Think how different it would bo if ihoone 
hundred aud fifty thousand dollars now 
going out of tlio country to pay for (lie 
beef and mutton and pork wo consume, 
woro kept in the Province, and pul in tho 
pockets of our own producers. Why, hero 
is a much larger sum than the onti e local 
revenue of the Province slipping 1 :om 
our fingers, and all for lack of a ctiVa 
trail that could probably be made for . • i 
thousand dollars. Aud our Ministers avo 
understood to be preparing a scheme .if 
fresh taxation. What statesmanship. 
What insanity. Stop the leaks! There 
is plenty running to waste for all reason- 
able purposes. With a fitting reduction 
of the Civil List and a proper husbanding 
of the country's wealth, there would not 
be the slightest occasion for resorting to 
frosh taxation. A cattle trail to tho sea- 
board af the Mainland is no new want. 
For years it has been asked. For years 
denied. True, the Government professed 
to expend six thousatid dollars this year 
upon a trail between Hope and New West- 
minster; and it cannot be denied that ft 
good trail there would enable sl ock to 
be driven to the seaboard, a 1 - 
though that might not bo the best route 
for a cattle trail. But it is to be feared 
that the trail in question is merely an im- 
aginary one, as wo have been assured by 
men of unquestionable voracity aud no 
little experience in such matters, who 
have recently passed over a portion of the 
country in question, .hat no such trail 
can be found. So we prosnme the six 
thousand dollars lias gone where lens of 
thousands have gone before. Will the 
Government undertake the expenditure of 
ten thousand dollars in order to stop a 
drain of one hundred and fifty thousand a 
year? If not, the Logislaturo must un- 
dertake it in spite of constitutional objec- 
tions. There must be no more waiting 
for railway surveys or anything else. 
There must be a way opened up by which 
tho stock-fanners of the great interior can 
supply the Victoria market; and it must 
bo done without further delay. 

The export cheese trade of tho United 
States isimmousc and is growing la"ger 
every year, Tne quantity of choeso ex- 
ported from New Vork alone, last week, 
amounted to 1,788,677 pounds, of which 
1,147,534 pounds wont to Liverpool. 
Tho consumption of cheese in Euro 
is enormous. Paris consumes 11,000,- 
000 Ids annually. Most of tho American 
cheese .sent abroad is of tho factory 
make, and of a quality eqral to the best 
English cheese. From November 1st, 
to October 15th, inclusive, Now York 
has exported (15,070,781 pounds. 

CirMiT.F.s Lamb gives some adv' e 
about making speeches which mighf i 
applied with advantage to other i 
casions.

Eastern States- 

Washington, Dec. 2— The following is 
tho President's Message: 

To tub Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives, — In transmitting to you my fourth 
Annual Message, it is with thankfulness 
to the Giver of all good to tho nation. 
We have been blessed for the past year 
with peace at homo and abroad, and a 
general prosperity has boon vouchsafed 
all, with the exception of the recent de- 
vastating tire, which swept from the earth 
w'th a breath, as it were, millions of ac- 
cumulated wealth in the city of Boston, 
thero has been no overshadowing calami- 
ty; otherwise wo have been freo from pes- 
tilence, war, and those calamities which 
often overtake nations, and as far as hu- 
man judgment can penetrate the future, 
no cause seems to exist to threaten our 
present peace. Whon Congress adjourn- 
ed in June last a question had been raised 
by Groat Britain, and was then pending, 
which for a Lime seriously imperiled the 
settlement, by friendly arbitration, of tho 
differences existing between this Goveri - 
ment and that of Her Britannic Majesty. 
The Treaty of Washington had been re- 
ferred to flie tribunal of arbitration which 
met at Geneva in Switzerland. The arbi- 
trators, however, disposed of the ques- 
tion, which had jeopardised the whole of 
the Treaty and threatened to involve the 
two nations in unhappy relations towards 
each other, in a manner entirely satisfac- 
tory to this Government and in accord- 
ance with the\iews and policy which 
had maintained. The tribunal concluc. \. 
its laborious session on tho 14th day o ' 
September last, on which day, having 
availed itself of the discretionary pow i ' 
given to it by tho Treaty to award a sum 
in gross, it mado its decision, whereby it 
awarded the sum of $15,500,000 in gold as 
tho indemnity to be pJ.d by Great Bri- 
tain to tho United States 'or satisfaction 
of all claims referred to its consideration. 
This decision happily disposes of u long 
standing difference between the two Gov- 
ernments, and in connection with auothe • 
award mado by the German Emperor un- 
der a reference to him of the Sau Juan 
Treaty, leaves the two Governments with- 
out a shadow upon tho friendly relations 
which it is my sincere hope may forever 
remain unclouded. Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment has communicated to me its ap- 
preciation by Her Majesty of tho ability 
and industry displayed by Mr. Adams, on 
tho part of this Government during tho 
protracted enquiries and discussions of 
the Tribunal, and I cordially unite with 
Her Majesty in this appreciation. It is 
due to the agent of the United States be- 
fore the Tribunal to record my apprecia- 
tion of tho marked ability, unwearied pa- 
tience, and the prudence and discretion 
with which he hits conducted the very re- 
sponsible ami delicate duties committed 
to him; as it is also due to the learned and 
eminent counsel who attended tho Tri- 
bunal on tho part of this Government to 
express my sense of the talent and wis- 
dom which they brought to bear in the 
and upon tho result so happily reached. 
It is within the province of Congress to 
provide' for the distribution among those 
who may be entitled to it of the shares 
of tho money to bo paid. Although it is 
not until a year from tho date of tho 
award, it is deemed advisable that no timo 
bo lost in making the proper examination 
of tho several cases in which indemnifi- 
cation will be due. I consequently re- 
commend tho appointment of a Board of 
Commissioners for that purpose. By tho 
•Hth article of tho Treaty of Washington 
the respective claims of the United S.ates 
and of Great Britain, in their construc- 
tion of the Treaty of 15th Juno, 181.S, de- 
fining tho boundary line between their 
respective territories, were submitted to 
tho arbitration and award of his Majesty 
the Emperor of Germany to decide which 
of the claims is most in accordance with 
the true interpretation of tho Treaty of 
bstf). His Majesty tho Emperor of Gor- 
man;,-, having been pleased to undertake 
the arbitration, has the earnest thanks of 
this Government and tho peoplo of the 
United States for tho labor, pains and 
care which lie lias devoted to the consi- 
deration of this long pending difference. 
T hope caused an expression of my thanks 
to be transmitted to His Majesty. 
Tho Emperor of Germany on tho 21st day 
of October last signed his iuvu.nl in 
writing decreeing that tho chxira of the 
Government of the United States that tho 
bouut'ary lino between the territories of 
Her Britannic Majesty and the United 
States could bo drawn through the (.'anal 
do Haro, is more in accordance with the 
true inie.'protation of the Treaty conclud- 
ed on the 5th day <>!' .Tune ISll'i between 
the Agents of Her Britannic Majesty and 
those of tho United States. Copies of tl: o 
j ease presented in behalf of the Govern- 
ment, and of the statement in reply of 
each and a translation of the award are 
transmitted herewith. This award con- 
| firms the United States in their claim to 
important archipelago of islands lying 
between the Continent aud Vancouver's 
Island, which, for twenty-six .years — over 
since tho ratification of tho Treaty with 
Great Britain— has ceased and leaves us 
for the first time in the possession of t! 
Uniied States as a nation without a qy ■ ■- 
tion of disputed boundary between our ter- 
ritory and the possessions of Great Britni.1 
on this Continent. It is my gratificullon 
to acknowlogo the prompt and spontane- 
ous action of Her Majesty's Government 
in giving effect to tho award, in anticipa- 
tisn of any request from this Government, 
and before the reception of the award 
signed by tho Emperor, Her Majesty had 
given instructions for the removal of her 
ttoops which hail been stationed there, 
and for the cessation of all exerciso or 
claim of jurisdiction sons to leave tlio 
United Slates in exclusive possession of 
the lately disputed territory. 1 am grati- 
fied to bo able to announco that ilie orders 
for the removal of the troops have been 
executed and joint military occupation of 
San Juan has ceased. Tho islands aro 
now in tho cxclusivo possession of the 
United States. It now becomes necessary 
to complete (he survey and determine tho 
portion of the boundary line throvgh t ho 
do Haro Canal upon which tho Commis- 
sion which determined tho remaining part 
of the lino were unable to ngree. I recom- 
mend tho appointment of a Commission 
to act jointly with ono whith may bo 
named by Her Majesty for that pupposo 



Tho experience of tho difficulties attend- 
ing the determination of our admitted lino 
of boundary-after tho occupation of tho 
territory and its settlement by those ow- 
ing allcgianco to tho respective Govern- 
ments, points to tho importance of estab- 
lishing by natural objects or by other 
means the actual line between tho territory 
acquired by purchase from Russia and the 
adjoining possession of H. B. Majesty. 
Tho region is now so separately occupied 
that no conflicting interests of individuals 
or of jurisdiction are likely to interfere to 
tho delay or embarrassment of tho actual 
location of tho lino. If different, until 
population shall enter and occupy tho ter- 
ritory, some trivial contests of neighbors 
may again array tho two Governments in 
antagonism. 1 therefore, recommend the 
appointments of a Commission to act 
joint ly with one that may bo appointed on 
the part of Great Britain to determino the 
lino between our Territory of Alaska and 
the CO- terrain ous possessions o^Great Bri- 
tain. In my last annual message, I ro- 
commoendod legislation necessary on the 
part of the LT. S. to bring into operation 
the articles of tho Treaty of Washington, 
of May 1871, relating to tho fisheries and 
to other matters touching tho relations of 
tho U. S. towards the British North Amer- 
ican possessions, to become ovorulo.d so 
soon as the proper legislation should be 
had on the part of Groat Britain and her 
possessions. That legistation on tho part 
of Great Britain and her possessions had 
not been had, and during the session of 
Congress a question was raised which for 
a time caused a doubl whether any action 
by Congress in the direction indicated 
would bocomo important. A question 
which has since been disposed of and I 
have received notice that the Imperial 
Parliament and tic Logislaturo of the 
Provincial Government have passed Laws 
to carry the provisions of tho Treaty on 
matters referred to into operation. I 
therefore, recommend your early adoption 
of legislation in the same direction to car- 
ry out tho part of this Government, the 
Joint Commission for determining the 
boundary line between tho U. S. and the 
British Possessions between the Lako of 
the Woods and the Kooky Mountains, was 
organized and entered upon its work, it 
is desirable that the force be increased in 
order that the completion of tho survey 
aud tho determination of the boundary 
1' ie may bo sooner attended to, and to 
this end 1 recommend that a sufficient ap- 
propriation be mado.

Consecration of tlie Kew 
Cathedral. 

yesterday tho imposing ceremonies 
which tho ritual of tho Church of England 
orders for tho dedication of places of 
■worship, was performed nt tho Cathedral 
of Christ Church. Long heforo 11 o'clock 
tho [edifice was filled. Among tho 
congregation wo noticed II is Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor, tho Execu- 
tive Council, Sir James Do lights, 
Capt. Cator and a number of Naval 
Ollicera. Soon after 11 o'clock His Lord- 
ship Bishop Hills with liis suite end tho 
visiting Clergy presented himself at tho 
gates and was received by the Clergy and 
Churchwardens, and wns conducted to 
the vestry where, having put on his Epis- 
copal robes, ho proceeded to the principal 
entrance. Tho usual petition was then 
presented to tho Bishop praying him to 
consecrate the new edifice. This being 
duly received and read, the Bishop acced- 
ing to tho prayer proceeded to tho dedi- 
cation. He walked up tho middle nislo 
to the Communion Table accompanied by 
Bishop Morris, of Oregon, his officiating 
chaplains, Revs. Hylaiul and Dickey, and 
attended by Dean Cridge, Archdeacon 
Ileece, and the Rev. Messrs. Jenns, Grib- 
bell, Wellemar, (of Comox) and Reynard, 
of Nanaimo, habited in their surplices; 
the Bishop and Clergy alternately repeat- 
ing tho twenty-fourth' Psalm. TheBishop, 
on reaching the Communion Table, took 
his scat and was presented with tho Deeds 
of CoiiYOyanco by tho Commissary, which 
tho Bishop placod upon tho table. Then 
standing at the north side of the tablo ho 
turned himself to the congregation ami ad- 
dressed them according to the Ritual, 
which is exceedingly beautiful. In it tho 
building is act apart from all profane and 
common uses and appropriated to the 
"worship of the Most Highest.-" Tho 
Bishop tlion offered a p.'ayer.all kneeling. 
Then the Bishop stood up, and, turning 
towards tho faithful, prayed that at 
tho Baptism, at tho Sacrament, at 
tho taking of the vow of Holy 
Matrimony and at tho reading and preach- 
ing of the Holy Word, God's grace and 
power should 'hill tho same. After which, 
tho BiAop being seated, tho Commissary 
read the'riontenco of Consecration. Tho 
Bishop signed and promulgated tho same, 
directing this to bo registered together 
with the Deeds. Then followed the usual 
service at Morning Prayer. The 81th, 
122nd, and 132nd Psalms were very well 
sung by a full choir; as were the Te Deum 
and Jubilate after tho proper Lessons. 
One or two of tho voices were particular- 
ly beautiful. Tho officiating Minister 
concluded with "Veni Creator" — "Come) 
Holy Ghost, Eternal God." Bishop Mor- 
ris than mounted tho pulpit giving a3 his 
text, 1 Chron. XVI, 2, 8, -'And when Da- 
vid had made an end of offering tho burnt 
offerings, &c, ho blessed tho people in 
tho name of tho Lord." Bishop Morris 
has a splendid voico which filled tho 
■whole building; an easy delivery and a 
pure pronunciation. His diction is woll 
selected, his ideas aro clenr, his reasoning 
continuous, and ho certainly makes a 
powerful preacher. Tho organ is full- 
toned but sounds rather harsh, which will, 
however, wear oiT with use. Tho organist 
is certainly a proficient, and wo congratu- 
late tho wardens on their selection. In 
tho evening, Yen. Archdeacon Reeco 
preached a sermon to a large congregation.

Extraordinary Scene at the 
New Cathedral Last Even- 
ing ! 

RITUALISM AND A PROTEST ! 

Last evening tho Von. Archdeacon Bceco 
preached an extraordinary sermon at the 
now Cathedral. Ho warmly advocated tho 
adoption of Ritualism, with all tho forms 
and ceremonies therewith connected. He 
said tho Church of England had boon 
cold and dead for tho last century end 
predicted its decay unless Ritualism we: o 
adopted. Too sermon was listened to 
with illconcealod impatience by ho 
congregation, and at its close, 
when the Very Rev. Dean Cridge 
came forward to give out a hymn 
ho remarked, in a voice trembling with 
emotion, that for 17 years ho had presid- 
ed over Christ Church congregation and 
that tli is was tho first occasion on which 
Ritualism had boon advocated. Ho rais- 
ed his pro .est against the views advanced 
by Archdeacon Beeco. They were wrong 
and ho would not again sit quietly ard 
listen to their expression. Tho congrega- 
tion, forgetting the sccod ohan otor of 
tho edifice, here gave vent to their foel- 
ings by stamping and clapping; amidst 
which several ladies retired precipitately. 
Tho Dean trusted there would be no such 
demonstration, and roiteir.ied his protest. 
There was a visible flu! or among tho 
whito surplices in tho eh. :cel and Bishop 
Hills— evidently much agitated — crossed 
a.nl ontorod into conversation with Bishop 
Morris. 

After tho service was ovor tho congre- 
gation gathered in knots and groups and 
discussed the matter in a rather excited 



News from Kootenay- 

Tho news which reachod us from Koot- 
enay yesterday quite confirms previous 
favorable impressions. Tho mines t.:' i 
year were oxce itionally productive and 
the seaso 1 closed with excellent prospects 
for To fr.ture. Tho new diggings dis- 
covered on St. Mary's add greatly to tho 
prospective importance of our southetn 
goldfields. These now diggings havo al- 
ready been ascertained to Oi'md over 
some seven or eight miles, ill any part ol 
which three dollars a day to tho locke/ 
can be made. Amongst miners of judg- 
ment and experience, Kootenay is now re- 
garded as a permanent and profitable 
mining district. The people the 'e, boi"i 
miners snd settlers, look forward with 
very great interest to tho establishment 
of a military post at Jo epL's Prairie, as 
intimated by Col. Robertoon-Ross on tho 
occasion of his recent visit. Tho p o- 
senco of a, small military forco at t u t 
point would exert a most salutary inflr- 
enco and lend greatly to promote perma- 
nent settlement, for which the country i;; 
eminently fitted, by affording the host 
possible guarantee for peace and good 
ordor, both as regards whites and Indians. 
We aro gratified to learn that Mr. Yowell 
and Mr. Booth aro very acceptable to Hie 
people in their official capacity — they a e. 
in fact, regarded as being tho right n ■ 
in tho right place; notwithstanding wM< 
however, there is a very general feeling 
favor of substituting honorary or feed '< ' 
salaried officers. The change is desL of. 
no less as a measure of convenience th n 
economy. Under tho presont system 
many miles must often be traveled in or- 
der to seek legal redress or protection. 
Under tho desired one, the arm of tho law- 
could bo presont in every settlomont or 
mining camp.

Nanaimo Assizes 

Tho Assizes opened on Wednesday at 
11 a.m., Chief Justice Bogbio presiding. 

Tho first caso was Regina vs J. Sabiston, 
on a charge of wilfully and maliciously 
shooting. Mr. Courtney appeared on bo- 
half of tho Crown and Mr. Bishop for the 
defendant. Tho prosecutor and soveral 
witnesses were called to substantiate tho 
case against the accused, who had boon 
out on bail, and aoveral witnesses wore 
also oalled for tho defence. On tho con- 
olusion'of tho caso on behalf of the Crown, 
Mr. Bishop contended that tho indict- 
ment could not bo sustained on two 
grounds: 1st. That no felonious intent 
was charged in the indictment, and 2d., 
It had not been proved that tho pistol 
was loaded with any bullets, as charged. 
Tho Chief Justice hold those objections 
to be fatal to tho indictment; but, how- 
ovor, in his charge to tho jury stated that 
'.hero was some evidence of a common as- 
sault having been committod, and diroct- 
ed thorn to confino themselves to this 
point. The jury retired, and after an ab- 
sence of fifteen minutes, roturnod with a 
verdict of acquittal. 

Tho only other caso was that of an In- 
dian for cutting and wounding with in- 
tent another Indian. Ho was found 
guilty on a minor charge and was sentenc- 
ed to 8 months' imprisonment. 

Beet Sugar. — Mr. Picht of Now West- 
minster has made a [great success in tho 
production of beet sugar. Numerous sam- 
ples of the sugar wore brought down yes- 
terday. They will compare very favor- 
ably with any sugars wo have over tastod, 
ami Mr. Picht says Hint the land of. tho 
Lowor Frasor is better adapted for sugar 
beet raising than any land in Germany, 
where they produce such vast quantities 
of beets. Another advantago possessed 
by beets raised on tho Frasor is that tho 
molasses or syrup is also palatable — more 
so, even thanVhe refined Boston syrup wo 
buy in this market — whilo the German 
manufacturers uso their molasses for 
mrnure. The consumption of sugar in 
the Province is enormous. Mr. Picht has 
demonstrated thattho large sums now be- 
ing sent out of the country forsugarcan bo 
retained in it. Tt now only remains lo 
push on tho production and manufacture 
and Becure tho supply of this rapidly 
growing market. Samples of throo quali- 
ties of this article, together with somo 
syrup manufactured from tho same root, 
can be scon at Frank Campbell's cigar 
store. 

Ovn ex-Sergeant oe Police. — We find

Many persons here resident will recollect 
the man: "This morning Judge Elder iin- 
od George Blake S'-H) for drunkenness and 
rosistance to the ofiieer.

['-.men were called and his feet were tiod. 
. He war, then carried and shut up in tho 
blockhouse. Ho nearly spoiled a suit of 
clothes for tho Deputy Marshal."

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Europe- 

Pauis, Dec. 1. — The resignation of M. 
Lo France, Minister of tho Interior, was 
tendered yesterday morning after tho re- 
sult of the debate in the Assembly was 
declared, and has been accepted by tho 
President. A Cabinet meeting was held 
to-day which lasted three hours. All tho 
Ministers havo offered their resignations, 
butj up to tho present Theirs has refused 
to accept them The President is much 
affected by the last vote in tho Assembly, 
and says tho only course loft for him is to 
resign. Nothing has yet been settled. 
Tho situation is one of the gravest.' Paris 
is uneasy but the monarchists aro firm 
and confident. 

Madrid, Dec. 1. — Tho Gaceta has the 
following report of operations in tho 
Provinces: 

Tho insurgents approached tho city of 
Malaga on Friday, and attacked the troops 
po' tcd on the suburbs, but were repulsed 
and driven soveral miles. Their loss was 
heavy. 

A Republican band of 1000 attempted (o 
surprise tho State forces at Auniradiel, 
but failod and were driven off. 

Tne Carlists we o defeated in a tight 
with the troops in the Province of Toledo 
and lost many killed, including two lead- 
ers and twenty-three prisoners. 

A body of insurgents calling themselves 
Federals, woro beaten in Valencia. 

The Senate passed the Moitgage, Bank 
and Loan Bills. The loan provided for 
by the latter bill, will probably be issued 
on the 15th inst. 



California- 

San Francisco, Nov. 30. — Atsixo'clock 
a iiro was discovered in the cupola of the 
Valley Pavillion, and the flames spread 
rapidly through tho uppor part of the 
building in spite of the drenching rain 
and the efforts of tho firemen. A second 
alarm called out the eitrre force of the 
Department, but the flames wero not sub- 
dued until all but the front of the im- 
mense structure was destroyed. It was 
owned by an incorporated eomp ny. The 
loss is estimated at 880,000. The place 
was one of popular report for years. The 
fire is thought to be the work o ' an incen- 
diary. 

San Francisco, Dec. 2. — The funds of 
the City Treasury aro exhausted, owin';;

paid. Warrants will be issued to-day lo 
Municipal officers and School trustees, 
and in a low days .toy will bo ablo to 
draw their money. 

There are conflicting stories about tho 
epi/.ootic in this city. The best opinion 
is that there aro no genuine cases of the 
disease here. Horses aro sick, but with 
Bitch disorders as aro common at this 
season. 

Yueka, Dec. 2 — Indian troubles in Lake 
County are causing great excitement hero. 
A party of twelve armed men started this 
morning to assist tho settlers. Another 
party organizing will start to-night. A 
letter from John A. Fairchild, dated yes- 
terday from Butte Creek, confirms the re- 
port received via Ashland, and says n 
messenger reached his place from Link 
River repotting all the settlors on tho 
river are killed. It is said that 80 young 
warriors well armed arc in the field and 
but 35 soldiers aro at Klamath to light 
thorn. 

Sandwich Islands 

San Fhanoisco, Dec. 2.— The Ajax ar- 
rived to-day from Honolulu with dates 
from Australia to October 20th.

Eastern States. 

New York, Nov. 30. — The "Times" 
editorial on Greeley's death says': 'Gree- 
ley's loss in journalism is ono which 
cannot be replaced. The incidents of 
his lusi, sickness wero peculiarly dis- 
tressing, nnd from nil wo can learn his 
reverses during' the lute campaign can- 
not alono account for them. Had ho 
been successful the probabilities aro 
that he would not have lived, so over- 
taxed washisstrength, so utterly broken 
down seems to havo been his constitu- 
tion. 

The "Tribune" says: "The melan- 
choly announcement of the death of the 
editor who founded tho "Tribune," 
though for a few days it has boon ex- 
pected by his family and intimate friends 
falls upon us all with tho shock of a 
.sudden calamity. He had indeed reach- 
ed a ripe old age, but timo hud not 
laid its withering touch on him. It is 
not for us in tho first hour of our loss 
to saint his character or catalogue his 
virtues, although for several months 
wo havo missed tho inspiration of his 
presence and guidance, his wise coun- 
sel, his spirit, which never ceased to 
animate thoso chosen to continue his 
work, nnd tho clasped bonds of sym- 
pathy between tho chief and his assist- 
ants havo never been broken. We 
leavo his praises to the poor, whom ho 
succored; to tho lowly, whom ho lifted 
up; to tho slave, whoso back ho saved 
from the lash; to the oppressed, whor-io 
wrongs ho made his own."
